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Sweet are 
the uses of 
Adver“sity”tising 


Men who carp at advertising do so under electric 
light, using fountain pens or typewriters, bathed in por- 
celain bathtubs, shaved with safety razors, riding in auto- 
mobles and all these things would be inaccessible to 
them but for the advertising which they decry. 


Indeed, in all probability, the salaries with which 
they buy these conveniences are made possible largely 
through advertising; for without it there could be neither 
mass production nor its low prices nor the jobs which it 
creates. Without advertising, most of the things which 
we regard as necessities would be the luxuries of the rich. 


When Emerson made his famous remark about 
mouse-traps, it was _ illegal so authorities say-——to 
take a bath in the United States without a dactor’s pre- 
scription. Emerson said, you remember, that if a man 
made the best mouse-trap, though he lived in the midst 
of a forest, the world would beat a pathway to his door. 


This might have been true if he had said “‘village”’ 
instead of “‘world;” for it is highly improbable that, if a 
mouse-trap maker lived in Nova Scotia, a resident of 
British Columbia would tread the forest pathway though 
his house were over-run with mice. He would be forced 
to go on using inferior mouse-traps——even making his 
own and suffering inconvenience and _ loss to the ex- 
tent that his mouse-traps were inferior. He might not 
even realize that his mouse-traps were inferior until ad- 
vertising enlightened him. 


Advertising associations have a right to use a torch 
on their crest’ for advertising does enlighten. Advertis- 
ing enlightens regarding those things which affect every- 
day life; not murders and catastrophies, but washings 
and radios, and the thousand and one other conveni- 
ences which make it possible for ordinary people to live 
spaciously. enjoying the benefits of science and the enter- 
prise of industry. And as yet there has been no other 
way devised under heaven by which this information can 
be conveyed. 


And Advertising not only informs people as to what 
can be bought for health, comfort and entertainment, it 
also helps to place the commodities within the scope of 
the common-place pocketbook. Without Advertising 
Emerson's mouse-trap maker would be compelled to go 
on making his traps by hand and charging accordingly. 
The British firm of Lyons, for instance, sold ten thousand 
Swiss rolls weekly at a shilling each until through Adver- 
tising they were able to increase consumption sixty-fold, 
and to reduce the price to eightpence and two-thirds. 


Advertising also guarantees fair deals; for if a man 
is fool enough to popularise an inferior product. he 1s 
merely spending his money to ripen a harvest of sales for 
someone else. The penalties of fraudulent advertising 
were illustrated with dramatic swiftness by Thomas 
Cromwell. He showed Henry VIII. the falsely-flattering 
picture of Anne of Cleeves. She failed to satisfy Henry 
and Cromwell lost his head! 


Nor is advertising a modern invention. The walls of 
Pompeii carried posters. Tradesmen sent criers through 
the streets of ancient Greece. It is the media of adver- 
tising which are new. When the world was without 
means of communication or distribution merchants must 
needs peddle their wares expensively and dangerously; 
when the supply exceeded the local demand. We should 
hardly be satisfied to pay for such costs and hazards. To- 
‘day advertising enables us to seek and find the luxuries 
and refinements of life in the corner store, or to order 
them through the mail though we live in the depth of the 
country. 


Advertising isan inherent characteristic of man; 
and it will continue as long as any man _ has anything or 
any theory to offer for the assistance of his fellows in 
their pursuit of happiness. Advertisers need not be 
ashamed of their part in making life richer, fuller, 
freer, nor of saving others from the necessity of beating 
pathways through forests to find the best mouse-trap. 


For such reasons it is incumbent upon the merchants

BROME-ALFALFA COMBINATION | cereals for annual pasture, grass 


Gedinteen 

The growing of perennial grasses 
and legumes in mixtures for hay and 
pasture purposes has for many years 
been a common practice in some of 
the better developed agricultural 
areas of the world. During recent 
years there has also been a tendency 
to adopt this procedure in the seed- 
ing of permanent hay and pasture 
field9 in Western Canada and the 
results obtained have been most en- 
couraging. At the Dominion Forage 
Crops Laboratory, Saskatoon, dif- 
ferent grass and legume mixtures 
have fbeen studied for a number of 
years with a view to determining 
the relative values of the various 
combinations, as compared with pure 
cultures. 

Results of these investigatiohs 
have clearly demonstrated that cer- 
tain combinations are more desira- 
ble than others. A mixture which has 
given excellent results is brome grass 
and alfalfa, sown in the proportions 
grass to 
four pounds of alfalfa. Yields from 
this mixture have, over a period of 
years, exceeded those from all others, 
and also from any of the grasses or 
alfalfa grown in pure culture. In 
addition there has been less tendency 
for the brome in this mixture to be- 


come “sod-bound”, as it has in ad- 
jacent lots where it is growing 
alone, Neither has there teen Pay 


tendency for the alfalfa to be crowd- 
ed out by the brome grass. 

(hese results may be explained by 
the fact that competition for mois- 
ture is largely eliminated by different 
rooting ‘habits. Alfalfa sends its 
roots deeply into the earth and draws 
moisture from. great depths, 
leaving most of the moisture 
the surface available for the 
shallow rooted brome grass. 
brome is also supplied with addi- 
tional nitrogen because ‘of the close 
contact of its roots with thore of the 
alfalfa. This fact not only helps to 
maintain the productivity of the 
brome ‘but results in an increased 
protein content, as well, and conse- 
quently a higher feeding value. It 
has also ‘been noted that the alfalf.1- 
brome grass mixture cures more 
readily for hay than does alfalfa 
alone and that the loss of leaf during 
the curing process is relatively small.

Qibservations made in supervising | 


experiments at the Dominion Experi- 
mental Station,. Lacombe, Alberta, 
have shown that ploughing down 
weed seeds which are near the sur- 
face of the ground is a bad practice 
because it quickly results in land 
becoming so weedy that it is impovu- 
sible to grow a clean and profitable 
wheat crop. It was also observed 
that if clean seed of harley, or an 
early maturing variety of oats for 
grain or greenfeed, is sown on spring 
ploughing delayed until weed seeds 
have been germinated, a reasonably 
clean crop can fbe produced on :anc 
badly contaminated with weeds. 

Weedy land to be used for these 
crops should receive shallow surface 
cultivation in the fall and spring in 
order to promote the germination of 
weed seeds that grew with the pre- 
ceding crop and were distributed 
during harvesting operations. 
Ploughing this surface tilled lana 
immediately before seeding smother 
crops such as barley or oat green- 
feed will destroy the seedlings of tue 
annual weeds, and if worked dowu 
right away, will put the s»il in ideal 
condition to receive the seed and 
promote the quick and uniform ger- 
mination essential in a satisfactory 
smother crop. 

Land which has received shallow 
surface cultivation in the fal} 
spring, and is ploughed the first 
week in June and kept tilled wvnatt: 
the middle of June and then seeded 
with alfalfa, sweet clover. or any of 
the numerous grass and legume hay 
or pasture mixtures, will produce a 
hay crop so heavy that weeds can- 
not compete with it. Repeated cut- 
ting, such as given alfalf4, will re- 
duce the vigour of persisten™ peren- 
nial weeds such as Canada thistles. 

Winter rye, seeded on land that 
has been summer fallowed until 
August, Or even stubbled in before 
September 15 following an early ma- 
turing grain crop will Gevelop such 
an early rank growth that even our 
worst perennial weeds are largely 
smothered. 

An annual pasture of two bushels 
of oats and one bushel of winter ry: 
per acre or a seeding of two to four 
pounds of rape in thirty-six inch 
rows, when grazed with live stock

The treatment of these patients 
might be called their re-education.’ 
The patient naturally has confidence 
in his doctor; this confidence is the 
basis of his selection of his medical 
adviser. The patient having arrived 
at his present unhappy state through 
his inability to meet, in a satisfac-! 
tory manner, the demands of life, he

THE COST OF 
GOVERNMENT 

One person out of every ten of 
those employed in the United States 
draws his or her pay. from some 
government unit, according ‘o a re- 
cent report of the Nationa! Civil 
Service Reform League. More than 
3,000,000 persons are on Federal, 
state and local payrolls, and 38 per 
cent of all the tax revenue collecteu 
in the United States goes to pay 
their salaries. [he total coss 
$4,000,000,000 a year for the ad- 
ministration ‘of public affairs is 
nearly 7 per cent of the estimated 
national income at present. Seven 
cents out of every dollar earned by 
productive workers goes to pay the 
nonproductive. The number of these 
government employees is increasing’ 
instead of decreasing. One single new 
permanent agency of the Federal guv- 
ernment, the Social Security Board, 
has announced that it will empl-y 
11,675 persons during the next year, 
and that is only a beginning. 

The whole political party system 
is based upon putting party workers 
on the public payrolls. All efforts to 
eliminate the number of tax-eaters 
fail in the face of the desire of poli- 
ticians in power to strengthen their 
local, state or national party organi- 
zations. The politician who stands 


the best chances of being re-elected | 


to any office is the one who can put 
the largest number of his followers 
on jobs at the taxpayers’ expense 
Competence counts for less and poti- 


tical usefulness fot more under such 


conditions. 

Doubtless we must have govern- 
ment, but beyond doubt we can pay 
too high a price for it. 


ARMS AND 
THE TAXPAYER 

There is one disadvantage about 
big armaments which even the most 
cynical government must regret; 
they are expensive. A government at 
war, like that of Italy, makes no at- 
tempt to meet her expenditure out 
of revenue. A government siill at 
peace which regards military pres- 
tige as the first necessity, like that 
of Germany, will-incur. fresh debt 
stability to 
secure the armaments she desires. A 
country like Great Britain, faced for 
the first time for many years with 
ithe necessity of arming herself on 
the European scale has a financial 
problem petuliar. to herself, says the 
Christian Science Monitor. 

Much of Britain’s strength lies in 
her sound financial credit. Her civic 
self-esteem rests on the maintenance 
of her unique social services—which 
cost much money. When, under the 
pressure of old obligations and new 
threats to’ security, she feels herself 
compelled to pour out money on 
equipping an sir force and recondi- 
tioning her army and navy, she has 
to find a means of putting these 
fresh claims on her purse without 
impairing her credit or the sovial

Sir Thomas Inskip, the recently ap- 
pointed Minister for Co-ordination of 
Defense, recently gave the House of 
Commons some idea of tne prupor- 
tions of Britain’s rearmament pro- 
gram. He announced that many 
firms hitherto engaged in the pro- 
duction of peacetime goods are to 
receive contracts for war materials. 
Britain’s capacity to meet the emerg- 
ency without resort to borrowing and 
without failing to apply some mil- 
lions to continued debt.redemption 
is an impressive example of the 
strength of her financial system. 

The burden is the easier to bear at 
‘this moment in view of the fact that 
British trade and industry have gone 
far on the road of recovery. And it 
must be added that that measure of 
mecovery and the capacity to face 
the increased cost of armaments are 
themselves, in part, due to the fact 
that Great Britain, for the last 
seventeep years has been consistently 
economizing on military expenditure. 
The saving has enormously strength- 
ened Britain economically, with the 
result that today she is in a better 
position, financially, for taking up 
the armaments challenge than any 
other European country. 

Mr. “Neville Chamberlain, the 
Kereaeicegietd of the Exchequer, in his 
budget speech had to speak of the 
prospect of still higher defense ¢x- 
penditure in 1987, and still more n 
1938; and he had to indicate the 
probability that even Britain would 
not again and again meet such finan- 
cial increases out of revenue; even 
Britain, if the race of armaments 
went on, would have to borrow to 
meet the expenditure. No wonder the 
main criticism of the budget from 
the Liberal and Labor parties was 
directed, not against the small in- 
creases in taxation this year, but 
against the drift of international 
‘policy which was such that every 
country was squandering its resour- 
ces in order to arm against the rest. 

It is a lamentable reflection on the 
present state of the world that the 
first big profits arising from British 
trade recovery should all be used up 
in equipping fighting planes and war 
ships. For it should be remembered 
as was pointed out by Haro B 
Butler, director of the International 
Labor Office at Geneva, that such 
further stimulation as industry may 
receive from armament orders is a 
false prosperity, whose costs mv be 
tragically out of proportion to its 
imaginary benefits.

Honorable Sint 

Since we have now définitely en- 
tered into an era of taxation, higher

At this time our Associat‘on, in 
common with other Social Credit

register our protest against any Gov- 
ernment claiming to be Social Credit, 
laying additional burdens upon the 
people. 

‘We wish to emphasize the fact 
that.it is incumbent upon you and 
your colleagues as a Social Credit 
Government, té immediately lessen 
the burden of the people by: 

1. Definitely establishing the 
rights of the Province to monetize 
its own real wealth.

POULTRY RETURNS MAY BE 


BOOSTED 


The price of eggs has (been discus- 
sed from a great many angles, but 
here is a graphic illustration of yet 
another point of view, and the falla- 
cy behind it. 

A farmer has a flock of fifty 


hens. In the winter they produce 
four dozen eggs a week, which are 
Sold at 30c a dozen. In the summer 
| these same hens produce twelve doz- 
en eggs weekly, which are marketed 
at 10c a dozens,In other words, from 
the same hens and similar feeds, 
equal returns—$1.20 a  week—are 
secured summer and winter; and the 
argument has been advanced that he 
should be well satisfied with this. 
That is not the opinion of the Do- 
minion Experimental Station, La- 
combbe. Tick thsceotss Station has 
pointed out the’ faflacy in this illu- 
stration—that if this flock can pro- 
duce twelve dozen eggs weekly in 
the summer (and this is only 41 per 
cent production) they can do j'lst as 
well in the winter. The hens have to 
be fed a certain amount to maintain 


their body weight and produce four|- 


dozen eggs weekly in the winter, and, 
very little extra care is required to! 
make them produce twelve dozen | 
eggs weekly at the time that egg 
prices are at their peak—so that, in- 
stead of having an egg iicomt oc 
only $1.20 wedkly in the winter the 
farmer receives $3.60 weekly, or 
three times as much. 

At the Lacombe Station, most of | 
the chicks are hatched in April, so 
that the pullets come into production 
in October. In September the flock 
is thoroughly culled, and ail poten- 
tial boarders ‘‘get it in the neck.” 
The flock comes into full production 
at the time of the highest egg prices 
so that the greatest possible returns 
are secured for the feed consumed by 
the birds. 

Feeding plays a very important 
part. A little of a correct mixure of 
feeds is worth a great deal more 
than a lot of a power mixture, and 
very little extra care is necessary in 
order to reap the benefits of the 
triple returns at a time when ladour 
is cheap and plentiful, and when the 
extra cash can be readily used. 

The proper feeding of poultry at 
all stages of development is discussed 
in the bulletins “Brooding end Rear- | 
ing of Chicks’ and “Poult"y Feeds 
and Feeding,” which will be for- 
warded by the Publicity and Exten- 
sion Branch, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Ottawa, on request.

both the Senate and the House of 
Representatives frequently indulge, 
especially as election time approach- 
es and the boy# aré talking for the 
voters in their home districts. 

But once in a while the Senate of 
the United States justifies its proud 
boast of being “the greatest delibera- 
tive body in the world.” It is show- 
ing signs now of qualities muure 
statesmanlike than it has exhibited 
for a long time.

threw up its hands when it came to 
consideration of the new tax bill and 
tossed into the Senate’s lap a docu- 
ment upon which both friends and 
foes of the Administration for énce 
find themselves in agreement, They 
were unanimous in declaring the bill 
providing for taxing undistributed 
corporation surpluses to be a hastily 
thrown together mass of incompre- 
hensible and unworkable clauses. 

Senate Goes to Work 

The Senate Finance Committee 
has gone at the job in a serious way. 
It has practically discarded eévery- 
thing that the House did. Mor2 than 
that, it has gone down to the bottom 
of the whole question, as to whether , 
any kind of a tax upon corporate 
surpluses would yield an increase m 
government revenues over those ob- 
tainable under present tax laws as 
well as whether such a law, of gen- 
eral application, would not work to 


the benefit of the big corpcrations 
and seriously injure smaller enter- 
prises. r 


The Senate Committee has listened 
with great seriousness to analyses 
of the proposed measure by friends 
and foe alike. One by one, Senators 
who had earlier declared themselves 
in favor of the plan have announced 
that they had been convinced by ‘he 
array of facts and arguments against 
it, until now it seems reasonably 
certain that the Senate will produce 
a tax measure which will work, and 
which will not result in handicapping 
business enterprise. 

While the suggestion of this new 
method of taxation was originally 
made by the President, it is under- 
stood that he has told the Senators 
of the Finance Committee that they 
can do as they think best, so long as 
they bring out a bill that will yivia 
the $620,000000 additional revenue 
the Government needs. Inside the 
Administraticn, as a matter of fact, 
the original plan had no friends ex- 
cept among a very small group of 
Treasury advisors. More’ or less |

The Republicans are conceded only 
72 sure electoral votes. It takes 266 
electoral votes to carry the election. 
There are 211 electoral votes in the | 
15 states which are regarded as 
doubtful. In some of these states 
the shift of only a few’ thousand 
votes from the Democrats to the 
Republicans, compared with 1932, 
would suffice to carry them. They 
are: New York; Connecticut; New 
Jersey; Maryland; Ohio; .Michigan; 
Indiana; Illinois; Iowa; South Dako- 
ta; Nebraska; Kansas; Wyoming; 
Colorado and Idaho. : 

The GOP Problem 

Republican politicians studying 
these figures are, naturally, more 
concerned about the agricultural 
West than about the industrial East.

Tender vegetables are those which 
have been grown quickly. Especially 
with such things as radish, carrots 
and beets, is slow growth disastrous 
as the root becomes woody and filled 
with objectionable fibre. But this 
rule also applies to everything used 
for salads. On this account experts 
advise pushing growth with frequent 
cultivation, which in addition to 
checking weeds, also conserves mois- 
tute. Cultivation alone will often 
keep the vegetables going through a 
dry spell but of course a few pats 
of water or an hour or two with the 
hose at this time, will lend further 
aid. Where the supply of water is 
not as convenient as it might bp it 
is a good plan, in laying out the 
garden, to plant those things most 
in need of extra moisture, such as 
radish, lettuce and celery, closest to 
the pump. Fertilizer, is another wav 
of gurrying growth and therefore 
assuring vegetables of the highest 
quality. 

Insects and Diseases 


Garden insect enemies are divided 
into two groups: those that eat holes 
in the foliage and those that suck 
out the juices. For the first-named, 
poison is usually applied while the 
suckers are attacked with a burning 
spray which penetrates. Often when 
both are present a combination of 
poison and something that burns, 
such as lime sulphur and arsenate, 
gives the best results. The damage 
from the biting insects is usually 
quite apparent, but the presence of 
the other kind is only shown at firs) 
by a wilting or withering of the 
foliage. For sucking pests, chief of 
which are the aphids or plant lice.
